The saree la the national costume of 
almost all Hindoo women and occa- 
toonally of Mohammedan women In 
India. It Is an entire cloth. In many 
eases eighteen yards long and about a 
yard broad. In texture the cloth va¬ 
ries to suit the poorest as well aa the 
■irhest Inhabitants of the country. In 
the matter of tying and wearing the 
garment there Is little difference any¬ 
where. The cloth, which has one plain 
end. Is passed around the loins and the 
upper border tied In a strong knot 
The cloth Is then passed two. three or 
even four times around the waist to 
hnu & petticoat which. If the saree be 
w pro per width, reaches to the ground. 
A portion is then plaited neatly Into 
totds and tucked In before so aa to 
hang down In front to the Instep, or 
seen Ibwer. The remainder of the cloth 
to passed across the Itosom over the 
toft shoulder and bend, on which it 
ants, the ornamental ends falling part- 
to OTer the right arm below the waist, 
toi the south of India, however, the 
and does not pnss over the head.
